Seeking  their  second  conference  vic¬ 
tory  of  the  season,  the  Joliet  junior  col¬ 
lege  baseball  team  will  entertain  North 
Park  tomorrow  morning  on  the  Rich¬ 
ards  Street  diamond.  The  contest  is 
scheduled  to  begin  at  10  o’clock. 

Bob  Zajac,  sophomore  pitcher,  is  slat¬ 
ed  to  hurl  against  the  North  Parkers  in 
tomorrow’s  game.  In  his  season’s  first 
assignment,  Zajac  set  the  La  Grange 
nine  down  with  only  one  hit,  and  struck 
out  seven  batters.  In  his  second  start 
against  Wilson  three  errors  on  the  part 
of  the  Willsmen  allowed  seven  unearned 
runs  to  be  scored  and  resulted  in  an  11 
to  6  loss.  Against  Morton,  miscues 
again  proved  costly  and  ruined  Bob 
Bagnell’s  fine  pitching  performance, 
the  final  score  being  4  to  3,  with  the 
Cicero  nine  on  the  winning  end  of  the 
score. 

Locals  Clouting  the  Ball 

With  continued  hitting  and  pitching, 
which  they  have  been  getting  thus  far, 
the  Wolves  have  a  fine  chance  of  snap¬ 
ping  out  of  their  two-game  losing 
streak  in  conference  play.  The  team 
a  whole  is  batting  at  a  .29 7  clip,  which 
is  a  pretty  fair  percentage  for  any  team. 
In  the  first  five  games  played,  Miller 
Denovellis  and  Bob  Erickson  have  been 
the  leading  sluggers  of  the  outfit,  both 
socking  the  sphere  around  the  .500 
mark.  Ted  Duncan,  veteran  catcher, 
Phil  Meyers  and  Zajac  have  also  shown 
signs  of  becoming  consistent  hitters. 
Failure  of  Ted  Krumpoch  and  Bob 
Archambeault,  reputed  sluggers,  to  hit 
for  distance  has  irked  Coach  Wills 
considerably.  However,  either  or  both 
expect  to  break  out  with  a  barrage  of 
hits  in  future  games.  When  these  two 
men  start  belting  the  ball,  the  Wills¬ 
men  are  predicted  to  go  places. 

Along  with  good  hitting,  the  team 
has  also  stood  out  as  a  defensive  nine. 
The  infield  of  Powell,  Krumpoch,  Erick¬ 
son,  and  Bagnell  or  Meyers  present  an 
air  tight  combination,  which  may  be 
rated  as  the  best  in  the  conference  be¬ 
fore  the  end  of  the  season.  The  out¬ 
field  also  shapes  up  well  with  Archam¬ 
beault,  Fris,  a  freshman,  and  Denovel¬ 
lis  taking  care  of  the  outer  garden.
